105-300, and hereby respectfully requests the Board to declare Fidelity’s Exhibits “K”
through “O” filed concurrently herewith to be deemed confidential and protected as such,
and to allow review of said exhibits in camera by the Board and Division of Oil, Gas and
Mining (“the Division”) staff only, and not the general public.

The information and data contained in said exhibits support the establishment of
Fidelity’s requested special drilling unit in this Cause. However, they were derived
utilizing proprietary licensed modeling and parameters and analysis by Fidelity, the

disclosure of which could reasonably be expected to result in unfair competitive injury to



Fidelity. Fidelity believes it has a greater interest in prohibiting access than the public in
obtaining access to said exhibits. As a consequence, Fidelity respectfully claims its
Exhibits “K” through “0O” should be deemed confidential and protected as such
pursuant to the provision of Utah Code Ann. §§63G-2-305(1) and (2), and should be
accessed and reviewed in camera by the Board and Division staff members only with
such afforded protections. Presuming the Board concurs, a proposed conforming Order
is submitted herewith.
